To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses 

of  the  Borough  of  Christchurch. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Borough 
of  Christchurch  for  the  year  1937. 

The  figures  and  data  set  forth  in  this  Report  will  be  found 
to  provide  a very  concise  summary  of  the  vital  statistics  and 
sanitary  activities  of  your  Borough  during  1937. 

A special  Table  is  included  showing  details  of  the  growth 
of  housing  in  your  Boro\igh  during  the  past  five  years. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Famous  for  its  ancient  Priory  of  remarkable  architectural 
interest,  and  for  the  ruins  of  the  Norman  House  of  Richard 
de  Redvers  and  Norman  keep,  the  scene  of  fierce  feudal  strug- 
gles in  the  days  of  King  Stephen  and  of  strife  during  the  Civil 
Wars,  the  town  of  CJiristchurch,  rich  in  antiquarian  lore,  is  sit- 
uated on  an  elevated  gravel  and  sand  formation  at  the  confluence 
of  the  Hampshire  Rivers  Stour  and  Avon. 

Described  in  the  Doomsday  Survey  as  a burgh  and  royal 
manor,  under  the  name  of  Thuinam,  containing  thirty-one  messu- 
ages, the  Borough  of  Christchurch  today  covers  an  area  of  5,198 
acres  with  over  4,000  inhabited  houses,  and  includes  within  its 
boundary  the  delightful  sea-side  resort  of  Highcliff  situate  on 
cliffs  of  moderate  altitude  overlooking  the  Solent  and  the  Isle 
of  Wight ; and  the  old-world  village  of  Miideford,  of  Saxpn 
origin,  situated  on  the  shores  of  an  extensive  tidal  land-locked 
estuary,  the  haunt  of  wild  fowl  and  swans  and  famous  fo,r  its 
safe  l)oating  and  sailing  with  » uninterrupted  views  over  the 
ITiglish  Channel. 

In  recent  years  tin*  Borough  of  Christchurch  on  account  of 
its  remarkable  situation  betwc'cn  forest  and  sea,  its  sylvan  sur- 
rcaindings,  its  ecjuable  climate*,  and  its  uniciiu*  opportunities  for 
healthlul  recreation,  lias  attracted  to  its(*lf  increasing  numbers  of 
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persons  of  moderate  means  seeking  residence  or  retirement  on 
the  sunny  south  coast.  To  meet  this  demand  there  continues  to 
be  built  year  by  year  by  private  enterprise  on  carefully  selected 
sites  throughout  the  Borough  groups  of  medium-sized  villas  and 
bungalow -type  houses  many  of  which  present  all  the  most  desir- 
able features  of  garden-city  planning,  and  which  enjoy  all  the 
amenities  of  modern  sanitation  and  essential  public  utility  ser- 
vices. 

In  addition,  now  under  the  sanitary  control  of  the  Bor- 
ough Council,  many  camping  sites  both  inland  and  on  the  sea- 
littoral  exist,  which  annually  attract  large  numbers  of  seasonal 
visitors  who  are  enabled  to  enjoy  full  facilities  for  safe  bathing, 
fishing,  boating  and  many  other  sports,  including  Hying  at  the 
Aerodrome  and  Flying  Club  situated  in  the  Borough. 

The  'principal  industries  of  the  Borough  include  milk 
production,  furniture  making,  yacht  and  boat  building,  nursery 
gardening,  and  salmon  and  general  fishing,  while  an  extensive 
model  factory  exists  for  the  manufacture  of  meat  and  food  pro- 
ducts, and  large  scale  distribution  centres  for  infant  milk-food 
products,  and  for  proprietary  medicinal  articles. 

There  are  no  smoke  producing  factories  and  in  consequence 
the  neighbourhood  is  entirely  free  from  smoke  nuisance.

Officer. 

Sanitary  Inspector — Charles  Crowther  (also  Meat  and  Food 
Inspector). 

Contributions  to  the  salaries  of  the  above  officials  are  made 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts.

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The  total  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  was  9, 
all  males,  8 legitimate  and  1 illegitimate.  Of  these,  7 deaths 
were  attributable  to  prematurity  and  congenital  defect,  1 to 
Broncho -pneumonia  following  Whooping  Cough  and  1 to  Infantile 
Diarrhoea.  Prematurity  and  Congenital  Defect  is  unfortunately 
still  largely  unavoidable  and  is,  as  in  past  times,  still  the  highest 
contributory  factor  to  infantile  mortality.  Some  few  years  ago 
Infantile  Diarrhoea  was  also  a high  contributory  factor,  but  in 
recent  years  with  advances  in  sanitation  and  infant  welfare  has 
actually  become  one  of  the  least  important.  The  fact  that  only 
one  infant  death  due  to  diarrhoea  occurred  in  your  Borough  in 
spite  of  an  unusually  warm  summer,  and  this  as  a matter  of  fact 
among  the  more  prosperous  section  of  your  population,  and  the 
fact  that  during  the  past  four  years  one  other  infant  death  only 
has  occurred  from  this  cause,  may  be  regarded  as  evidence  of  the 
high  standard  in  domestic  sanitation  and  child  nurture  which  is 
maintained  in  your  Borough.

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  has  been  satisfactory. 
There  is  no  evidence  of  excessive  incidence,  or  mortality  from. 
Tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupation  in  the  area. 


HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

Infectious  Diseases.  The  arrangements  are  continued  with 
the  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of  Poole  for  Infectious  Cases  to 
be  received  into  the  Poole  Isolation  Hospital  (84  beds).  Thi^ 
arrangement  has  been  entirely  satisfactory. 


Tuberculosis.  Examination  of  Sputum,  etc.,  is  carried  out 
at  the  County  Laboratory.  Sanatorium  treatment  and  attendance 
is  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
a supply  to  be  kept  in  the  Borough  for  the  use  of  Medical 
Practitioners. 


General  Medical  and  Surgical  Cases.  Cases  are  sent  by 
Medical  Practitioners  to  the  Royal  Victoria  and  West  Hants 
Hospital,  Bournemouth. 


Public  Assistance.  Fairmile  House  Infirmary.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  of  the  Borough  is  served  by  mains  of  the  West 
Hampshire  Water  Company  the  extensive  plant  of  which  is  of 
the  most  modern  type  and  one  of  the  most  perfectly  devised  in 
the  Kingdom.  Apart  from  a very  few  outlying  cottages  prac- 
tically all  houses  are  connected  therewith. 

The  high  standard  of  purity  of  this  water  supply  has  been 
consistently  maintained.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  D. 
Llewellyn,  the  Company’s  Manager,  I am  given  at  all  times  full 
facilities  to  inspect  reports  of  the  monthly  dual  analyses  carried 
out.  I am  able  to  say  that  analyses  of  samples  taken  throughout 
the  yeai'  have  without  exception  exhibited  the  same  high  degree 
of  purity  of  water  both  bacteriological  and  chemical.  This  is 
most  satisfactory.  In  my  last  Report,  that  for  1936,  are  to  be 
found  details  of  the  various  purification  processes  by  which  this 
is  accomplished. 

During  1937  a new  Low  Lift  Pumping  Station  raising 
the  raw  supply  from  the  river  gravitation  well  has  been  com- 
pleted, designed  for  an  ultimate  capacity  of  17,000,000  gallons 
per  day,  containing  six  electrically  driven  Low  Lift  Centrifugal 
Pumps.  On  completion  of  the  several  highly  efficient  processes 
of  purification  the  water  is  lifted  by  High  Lift  Reciprocating 
Pumps,  the  motive  power  of  which  is  provided  by  hydraulic  tur- 
bines, into  Storage  Resevoirs  and  Towers  for  distribution  through- 
out the  area  of  supply  which  covers  225  square  miles,  and  the 
mains  of  which  total  approximately  300  miles  serving  a total 
population  of  close  upon  80,000  persons. 

I have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  every  possible  pre- 
caution is  taken  to  ensure  at  all  times  the  absolute  purity  of 
this  water  supply.  I append  a copy  of  a typical  analysis,  that 
of  a sample  taken  on  the  25th  January,  1938.

Report — This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  and  of  normal  colour. 
The  water  is  approximately  neutral  in  reaction,  contains  no  excess 
of  saline  or  mineral  matter  in  solution,  no  metals,  is  of  satisfac- 
tory organic  quality  and  of  the  highest  standard  of  bacterial 
purity.  It  is,  therefore,  considered  pure  and  wholesome  water 
suitable  for  the  purposes  of  a public  supply.

SANPrATION.  ' 

Kef  use  Disposal. 

The  face  of  your  Refuse  Dump  on  the  Stanpit  Marshes^ 
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on  which  tipping  is  carried  out  on  the  Bradford  System,  is  now 
a very  considerable  distance  from  inhabited  dwellings.  The 
maintenance  of  a sufficiency  of  suitable  covering  material  is  essen- 
tial to  maintain  freedom  from  nuisance  especially  during  high 
winds.  The  suppression  of  vermin,  especially  Rats,  has  contin- 
ued to  be  adequately  dealt  with  by  Messrs.  Arnold  Products 
(Bournemouth)  Ltd.  under  contract  with  your  Council. 

Refuse  Removal  and  Storage. 

The  Collection  and  Removal  of  Refuse  by  your  Refuse 
Motor  Vans  has  been  satisfactory.  The  manner  in  which  house 
refuse  is  stored  by  the  house-holder  to  await  removal  is  a matter 
of  considerable  sanitary  importance.  There  is  only  one  safe  and 
clean  method  and  this  is  by  the  house-holder  providing  himself 
with  a properly  constructed  metal  bin  or  receptacle  having  a 
properly  fitting  lid  or  cover.  ITouse  refuse  and  garbage  await- 
ing collection  in  unsuitable  and  uncovered  receptacles  is  exceed- 
ingly dangerous.  Such  refuse  is  not  only  accessible  to  dogs,  cats, 
and  birds,  and  even  children,  but  is  also  liable  to  dissemination 
by  windage,  and  by  flies  and  other  insects. 

I regard  the  improper  storage  of  refuse  as  one  of  the 
most  serious  menaces  to  the  public  health,  especially  during  the 
smnmer  months.  I would  remind  house-holders  that  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  proceedings  may  be  taken 
and  a penalty  imposed  in  cases  where  the  improper  storage  of 
refuse  gives  rise  to  nuisance  or  is  prejudicial  to  health.  While 
the  great  majority  of  house-holders  in  your  Borough  make  ade- 
quate provision  for  proper  storage,  in  a number  of  instances  this 
is  not  the  case.  I shall  have  no  hesitation  in  advising  your 
Ccuncil  to  take  action  in  such  cases. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

During  the  year  350  new  connections  have  been  added  to 
ihe  Foul  Water  Sewer. 

The  following  streets  have  been  taken  over  by  your  Council 
and  Storm  Water  Sewers  laid — ■ 

Flambard  Avenue — 1500  feet;  Albion  Road — 1500  feet; 

Walcott  Avenue — 1700  feet;  Arcadia  Road— 1000  feet. 

Considerable  attention  was  given  during  the  year  to  certain 
nuisances  which  arose  at  various  points  in  the  Borough  due  in 
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part  to  blockage  of  sections  of  the  sewerage  system  resulting  from 
settlements  and  crushing  of  stone-ware  pipes  laid  close  upon 
thirty  years  ago,  and  in  part  to  flooding  in  low  lying  levels,  and 
action  was  taken  to  bring  about  remedy. 

The  riparian  character  of  your  District,  its  many  low-lying 
levels,  and  the  fact  that  two  rivers  of  considerable  magnitude 
unite  and  jointly  discharge  into  the  sea  on  your  shores  presents 
many  difficult  engineering  problems  in  connection  with  sewage 
disposal.  To  these  the  recent  rapid  development  of  housing  and 
the  extensive  sewerage  system  completed  during  the  year  in  the 
parish  of  Highcliff  have  added  considerably,  and  have  already 
necessitated  considerable  extensions  of  your  pumping  plant.  The 
intensive  review  of  the  whole  system  upon  which  at  the  present 
time  your  Borough  Engineer  is  engaged  will  shortly  be  sub- 
mitted to  you,  and  his  advice  will  be  available  to  you  upon  the 
many  technical  aspects  involved. 

HIGHCLIFF  SANITATION. 

During  the  year  the  installation  of  the  sewerage  system 
for  the  Parish  was  completed.  A site  was  secured  by  your 
Council  in  Purewell  for  the  sinking  of  an  ejector,  the  work  upon 
which  is  now  practically  completed,  and  the  new  Reavetll  com- 
pressor and  Diesel  engine  obtained  to  deal  with  the  sewerage 
have  been  installed  at  your  Pumping  Station  at  Quomps.  During 
the  present  year  the  whole  system  will  be  in  operation  and  every 
endeavour  will  be  made  to  secure  that  as  expeditiously  as  possible 
houses  are  connected  therewith  with  consequent  elimination  and 
closing  of  the  hitherto  dangerous  cesspits. 

This  completion  of  a sewerage  system  for  Highcliff  pre- 
sents undoubtedly  the  foremost  and  most  important  accomplish- 
ment as  yet  reached  in  the  intensive  and  comprehensive  forward 
policy  for  sanitary  progress  which  has  so  signalised  the  work  of 
your  Council  during  the  past  two  years.  The  future  prosperity  of 
Highcliff  is  thereby  assured. 


HOUSING. 

"Hk'  demolition  of  derelict  dwellings  in  the  area  known 
as  the  Pit  and  S])icer  Street  which  in  1936  was  declared  by 
vfjur  Ouincil  to  be  a Clearance  Area  was  continued  during  the 
year,  and  practically  all  have  now  been  demolished.  During  the 
present  year  it  is  hoped  that  the  clearance  of  this  area  will  be 
coinjdeted. 
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Development  of  building  estates  and  erection  of  numbers 
of  small  houses  and  bungalows  by  private  enterprise  have  con- 
tinued and  a considerable  increase  of  population  of  your  Borough 
by  immigration  has  thereby  been  brought  about.  The  tendency 
has  been  to  erect  a larger  proportion  of  small  bungalows  than 
heretofore  which  not  only  meet  the  existing  demand  for  small 
dwellings  by  retired  persons  of  moderate  means  who  seek  a 
salubrious  climate  and  pleasant  surroundings,  but  also  provide 
accommodation  for  small-sized  families  of  the  industrial  classes 
who  are  unable  to  afford  the  rents  of  larger  sized  dwellings. 

As  new  estates  fall  into  the  market  for  development  it 
becomes  increasingly  important  that  the  full  powers  conferred 
under  the  Town  Planning  Act  should  be  employed  to  deter  any 
tendency  detrimental  to  the  future  amenities  of  the  Borough.

From,  these  figures  two  main  conclusions  may  be  drawn; 
the  search  for  more  commodious  accommodation  by  recently 
married  persons  having  one  child,  and  the  progressively  increasing 
difficulties  of  securing  adequate  accommodation  with  increasing 
numbers  in  the  family.  Economic  considerations  also  present 
themselves. 
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While  fully  realising  the  very  complex  financial  and  econ- 
omic considerations  which  deter  your  Council  from  the  immediate 
provision  of  further  Council  houses,  I am  still  hopeful  that  in 
due  course  the  needs  of  the  Borough  in  this  respect,  to  which 
I have  called  attention  in  previous  Reports,  will  be  met  to  the 
betterment  of  that  part  of  your  native  industrial  population  whose 
unhappy  experience  it  is  to  be  forced  through  pecuniary  consid- 
erations to  live  under  housing  conditions  which  compare  very 
unfavourably  with  those  of  the  slightly  more  fortunate.  I would 
urge  that  bearing  this  need  in  mind  and  taking  into  consideration 
the  present  rapid  exploitation  of  your  Borough  by  private  enter- 
prise, a long-sighted  policy  be  adopted  with  a view  to  ensuring 
that  at  least  one  or  more  delectable  and  advantageously  situated 
sites  remain  secure  for  the  future  erection  of  groups  of  Council 
houses  planned  on  similar  lines  of  pleasing  design,  comfort,  and 
environment  as  those  which  enhance  the  small  group  which  your 
Council  already  possesses  at  Walkford. 

If,  haply  by  some  small  fiscal  sacrifice  healthful  homes 
combined  with  cheerfulness  of  aspect  at  rents  commensurate  with 
incomes  of  your  more  humbly  paid  industrial  population  replace 
the  incommodious  and  time-worn  dwellings  which  some  small 
part  of  this  section  of  your  burgesses  is  yet  compelled  to  endure, 
Christchurch  will  assuredly  become  the  richer  and  the  happier. 
“The  foundations  of  national  glory”  said  King  George  V “are 
set  in  the  homes  of  the  people.” 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

P'urther  consideration  was  given  during  the  year  by  your 
Council  to  the  erection  of  a Public  Convenience  in  the  Stourvale 
area  and  also  in  the  Highcliff  Recreation  Ground.  A Public 
Convenience  making  provision  for  males  and  females  has  been 
erected  on  the  Highcliff  Recreation  Ground.  In  addition,  sanitary 
conveniences  on  the  Mudeford  Beach  have  been  increased. 

Consideration  was  also  given  to  the  Cjuestion  of  the  pro- 
vision of  an  adequate  Public  Lavatory  at  some  point  near  the 
centre  of  the  town.  Unfortunately  difficulties  in  connection  with 
selection  of  a suitable  site  continue  to  delay  this  much  needed 
requirement.  I would  press  that  this  matter  receive  your  further 
urgent  attention.  The  present  limited  public  accommodation  pro- 
\ifled  for  both  males  and  females  within  the  curtilage  of  the 
d'own  Hal)  is  wholly  inadec[uate,  gives  rise  to  frequent  nuisance, 
and  at  times  is  so  unpleasant  as  to  deter  users  therefrom.  Apart 
from  the  needs  of  your  resident  j)opulation,  the  increasing  number 
ol  visitors  and  sight -seers  to  the  town,  especially  during  the 
holiday  periods,  make  such  provision  highly  reciuisite. 
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BOROUGH  MORTUARY. 

During  the  year  erection  of  the  Mortuary  designed  by 
myself  to  meet  the  requirements  of  your  Borough  and  final  plans 
of  which  were  prepared  by  your  late  Borough  Surveyor,  Mr.  H. 
J.  Farmer,  in  1936,  was  carried  out  on  a suitable  site  within  the 
curtilage  of  your  Pumping  Station  at  Quomps.  The  building  is 
pleasing  and  characteristic  in  design,  and  unobstrusive,  being 
screened  with  a small  belt  of  coniferous  trees.  An  adequate 
post-mortem  room  with  sanitary  requirements  is  provided,  and  a 
separate  compartment  for  resting  of  bodies.  Main  water,  electric 
lighting,  and  gas  for  a water-geyser  and  general  heating  are  in- 
stalled. 


CAMPING  SITES. 

Within  the  Borough,  particularly  at  Highcliff  and  on  die 
frontage  of  the  River  Stour  near  Wick  Ferry,  a number  of  sites 
are  used  during  the  summer  season  as  camping  grounds  for 
holiday  makers,  and  there  has  been  a marked  tendency  for  these 
to  increase  in  recent  years.  Constant  watch  is  kept  upon  these 
camps  to  ensure  that  adequate  sanitary  accommodation,  water 
supply,  etc.,  is  provided,  and  that  efficient  measures  are  taken  for 
the  disposal  of  refuse  and  garbage. 

A Register  is  now  kept  of  all  Camp-sites,  and  licences 
issued,  both  for  camp  sites  and  for  individual  tents,  vans,  etc.. 
All  are  now  provided  with  modern  sanitation. 

KEEPING  OF  PIGS. 

Special  attention  was  given  during  the  year  to  nuisances 
alleged  and  real  arising  from  the  keeping  of  pigs  in  close 
proximity  to  inhabited  dwellings.  In  one  case  where  consider- 
able nuisance  was  proved,  owing  to  continuation  and  non-abate- 
ment legal  proceedings  were  taken  by  your  Council  which  resulted 
in  conviction  and  a penalty  and  an  order  to  abate  nuisance  and 
to  comply  with  conditions  imposed. 


ERADICATION  OF  BEDBUGS. 

During  the  year  three  houses  were  disinfected,  the  method 
employed  being  stripping  of  paper  from  walls  and  removal  of 
picture  rails  and  skirtings  followed  by  spraying  of  liquid  ver- 
minicide.  In  each  case  instructions  were  given  as  to  methods  of 
prevention  against  re-infestation.  Disinfestation  was  carried  out 
by  the  Local  Authority. 
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CHILDREN’S  PLAY  CENTRE. 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a Children’s  Play  Centre 
on  the  Barrack  Road  Recreation  Ground  inaugurated  by  your 
special  Municipal  Committee  during  1936  was  actively  pursued^ 
with  the  result  that  in  the  present  year  the  Play  Centre  has 
reached  completion  and  is  now  in  use.  The  Centre  consists  of 
an  extensive  asphalted  surface  on  wliich  are  erected  the  most 
miodern  and  efficient  type  of  apparatus  including  swings,  see-saw, 
and  sliding  shoot.  This  Centre  together  with  that  at  Highcliff 
m.akes  adequate  provision  for  a very  considerable  number  of  the 
child  population  of  your  Borough.  T am  hopeful  that  consider- 
ation which  you  are  giving  to  the  planning  of  a Play  Centre  on 
the  Mudeford  Recreation  Ground  may  in  due  course  mature, 
and  so  provide  similar  facilities  for  the  children  of  the  eastern 
part  of  the  town.  ,

Unemployment  and  particularly  its  seasonal  distribution 
varies  considerably  in  different  localities,  since  it  is  determined 
by  the  nature  and  extent  of  local  industries  and  occupations. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  Christchurch  approximately 
50  per  cent  of  unemployment  among  males  occurs  among  those 
engaged  in  the  building  and  allied  trades,  whereas  50  per  cent 
of  female  unemployment  is  attributable  to  women  engaged  in 
Hotel  and  Catering  occupations.  The  extent  of  unemployment 
in  both  cases  is  naturally  largely  subordinate  to  seasonal  circum- 
stances. Wet  and  inclement  weather  inhibits  building  operations 
and  so  increases  male  unemployment  during  the  winter  months; 
whereas  the  large  influx  of  summer  visitors  into  Christchurch, 
Highcliff,  and  the  neighbouring  Borough  of  Bournemouth  re- 
duces female  unemployment  during  the  summer  months.  In  con- 
sequence, the  peak  of  unemployment  for  both  males  and  females 
is  reached  during  the  two  winter  quarters. 

Actually,  per  capita  of  the  population,  the  magnitude  of 
unemployment  in  the  Borough  is  not  excessive,  and  is  mostly 
confined  to  those  occupations  in  which  seasonal  unemployment  is 
unfortunately  under  present  economic  administration  to  a re- 
grettable extent  inherent. 


JUVENILE  EMPLOYMENT. 

Within  the  scope  of  the  School  Medical  Service  special 
provision  is  made  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  the  medi;cal 

inspection  of  all  children  attending  public  elementary  schools  who 

are  employed  in  your  Borough.  Byelaws  made  by  the  Hampshire 
County  Council  in  pursuance  of  the  Children  and  Young  Persons 
Act,  1933,  enact  that  no  child  shall  be  employed  under  the  age 
of  twelve  years,  and  that  no  child  shall  be  employed  for  moro 

than  two  hours  on  any  day  on  which  the  child  must  attend 

school,  while  other  regulations  control  the  nalure,  condilions,  and 
hours  of  employment  and  prohibit  chi’dren  being  engaged  in  cer- 
tain trades  and  occupations. 
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In  your  Borough  all  children  employed  are  examined 
periodically  by  myself  in  my  capacity  as  x\ssistant  County  Medical 
Officer.  The  principal  forms  of  employment  are  as  errand  boys, 
for  paper  rounds,  and  for  light  garden  work.  I have  found 
during  the  year  no  case  in  which  employment  appeared  prejudicial 
to  health  or  physique,  and  I have  invariably  found  the  boys  happy 
and  contented  with  the  conditions  of  employment  and  with  the 
wages  paid  to  them.  In  no  case  has  there  been  contravention  of 
the  Byelaws  with  regard  to  the  type  of  employment. 


AIR  RAID  PRECAUTIONS. 

Under  the  Joint  Air  Raids  Precautions  Committee  formed 
in  1936  for  the  three  adjoining  Boroughs  of  Bournem|outh', 
Poole  and  Christchurch  the  provisional  arrangements  made  in 
1936  for  Base  Hospitals,  First  Aid  Posts,  Ambulance  Services, 
etc.,  have  been  considerably  advanced.  Public  Lectures  with 
demonstrations  have  been  given  by  qualified  lecturers  of  the 
St.  Johns  Ambulance  Brigade,  and  Air  Raid  Wardens  have  been 
appointed.  Arrangements  also  were  made  for  instructional  classes 
for  the  special  training  and  qualification  of  Instructors. 

A full  inspection  of  your  Borough  was  made  by  Captain 
M.  C.  Bell,  D.S.O.,  Air  Raids  Precautions  Officer,  and  several 
buildings  reported  upon  in  1936  to  your  Municipal  Air  Raids 
Precaution  Committee  as  likely  to  be  suitable  as  potential  First 
Aid  Posts  were  inspected  by  him  in  company  with  your  Assistant 
Borough  Surveyor,  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  myself.  P'ive 
buildings  situated  at  suitable  points  in  the  Borough,  considered 
adaptable  to  gas -proofing  and  general  requirements,  were  selected 
by  him  and  are  now  scheduled  as  potential  First  Aid  Posts. 

Under  Plome  Office  instructions  the  Administrative  Con- 
trol of  Rescue,  Decontamination,  Demolition  and  Repair  Squads, 
etc.,  and  utility  services,  falls  under  the  Borough  Engineer;  while 
the  Administrative  Control  of  Casualty  Clearing  Hospitals,  First 
Aid  Posts,  First  Aid  Parties,  xdmbulance  Transport,  etc.,  falls 
under  myself  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Under  the  scheme  the 
staffing  of  these  various  requirements  will  be  carried  out  by  per- 
sons \olunlcering  and  who  are  willing  to  attend  a short  course 
of  lectures  with  a view  to  qualification  by  examination  carried 
out  through  the  St.  Johns  Ambulance  Brigade  or  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society. 

In  the  Borough  of  Christchurch  a considerable  number  of 
P'  r /■n  who  have  already  voluntem-ed  for  such  services,  have 
reftjhcd  training  and  qualified.  Many  more  such  volunteers  are 
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required  for  all  branches  of  the  Air  Raids  Precautions  scheme, 
including  volunteers  to  act  as  Air  Raids  Wardens,  who  will  under- 
take in  their  allotted  areas  to  ensure  that  the  general  public  are 
fully  acquainted  with  home  precautionary  measures,  etc.  Public- 
ity schemes  are  in  hand  to  this  end. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

I now  beg  to  submit  to  you  Mr.  Crowther’s  Annual  Re- 
port for  1937  of  the  work  carried  out  in  his  department.  His 
work  has  increased  very  considerably  in  recent  years  and  in 
spite  of  the  many  additional  duties  imposed  upon  him  under 
various  new  Acts  and  Regulations,  has  continued  to  be  carried 
out  in  an  eminently  satisfactory  manner,  and  to  his  metfi,culous 
attention  to  the  many  involved  and  laborious  details  of  sanitary 
technique  is  very  largely  due  the  continued  high  standard  of  good 
health  and  the  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease  which  has  pre- 
vailed in  your  Borough.  I wish  again  most  cordially  to  thank 
him  for  his  valuable  assistance  and  ever  ready  co-operation  in 
connection  with  the  many  technicalidcs  of  sanitation. 


Unfortunately  the  provision  of  suitable  office  accommoda- 
tion, to  which  I called  urgent  attention  in  my  Reports  for  1935 
and  1936  still  remains  unsatisfied.  In  view  of  the  ever  increasing 
development  of  your  Borough,  with  consequent  increasing  popula- 
tion and  expansion  of  administrative  work,  the  allotment  of  the 
minute  and  cramped  compartment,  not  much  more  than  a cup- 
board, which  purports  to  serve  as  an  Office,  throws  unwarrant- 
able strain  upon  already  heavily  worked  officials.  I would  ask 
for  early  remedy  of  these  conditions,  citlier  by  expedition  of  the 
decision  made  by  your  Council  to  adapt  the  room  at  present 
used  as  a Library  to  the  purpose  of  Public  Health  Offices,  or 
otherwise.

Seven  samples  of  millc 
were  taken  and  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  and  were 
reported  by  the  County  Analyst  as  satisfactory.  (The  County 
Authority  also  pay  periodical  visits  to  all  Farms  to  examine  and 
test  the  milking  herds). 

MEAT  REGULATIONS  AND  EXAMINATION  OF 
FOOD  STUFFS 

All  Slaughter  Houses,  Food  Shops,  Restaurants,  Hotels, 
and  places  where  food  is  prepared,  stored  or  exposed  for  sale 
and  intended  for  human  consumption,  were  frequently  visited  at 
uncertain  times.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SANITATION. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty  new  connections  have  been  added 
to  the  Foul  Water  Sewer.  Three  hundred  and  seventy  three 
smoke  or  water  tests  were  made  to  the  various  drains  or  sanitary 
fittings. 

Thirty  premises  have  been  redrained,  four  cesspits  closed 
and  2 pail  closets  converted  to  the  Water  Carriage  System. 

Fourteen  new  Cesspits  have  been  created  during  the  year 
due  to  Foul  Sewers  not  being  available. 


HOUSING. 

One  hundred  and  two  Flouses,  two  hundred  and  eight 
Bungalows,  five  Flats,  six  Shops,  three  Workshops,  two  Public 
Conveniences  and  one  Hotel  have  been  erected  during  1937. 

The  measurements  of  Working  Class  dwellinghouses  are 
systematically  being  carried  out.  Certificates  showing  the  per- 
mitted number  have  been  issued  affecting  five  hundred  and  seventy 
three  dwellings  during  the  year  under  review. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  three  Refuse  Collection  Lorries  have  (on  occasions) 
had  to  work  overtime,  in  addition,  hired  transport  has  been  used, 
especial !}•  after  any  holiday  and  at  peak  periods  of  the  tourist 
season.  This  hiring  has  enabled  a regular  weekly  removal  of 
refuse.  The  receptacles  for  storage  of  Llouse  Refuse  in  some 
instances  are  far  from  ideal  and  1 endeavour  to  impress  upon  the 
occupier  of  the  premises  in  default,  the  danger  to  health  that 
cminates  from  defective  and  inefficient  Dust  Bins. 

Refuse  is  removed  from  4,355  dwellings,  the  barracks,  the 
Public  Institution  and  the  Childrens  Home  once  per  week,  and 
from  37  business  premises  3 times  per  week. 

The  Tip  at  Stanpit  is  in  a satisfactory  state.  Covering 
materia]  from  the  adjoining  hillock  is  nearly  exhausted  and  a new 
source  of  supply  will  have  to  be  found.  Poison  baits  are  regtu- 
larly  laid  and  endeavour  made  to  keep  the  place  free  of  Vermin.

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PASTEURISATION  OF  MILK. 

In  his  introduction  to  the  Report  upon  an  outbreak  of 
food- poisoning  caused  by  milk  at  Wilton  in  Wiltshire  in  1937  in 
which  over  one  hundred  persons,  chiefly  school  children,  were 
attacked,  Sir  Arthur  Mac  Nalty,  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  writes  “No  amount  of  care  in  milking  and 
distribution  of  raw  milk  can  prevent  it  from  being  a danger  to 
the  consumer.  In  other  words,  a clean  raw  milk  is  not  necess- 
arily a safe  milk The  only  practical  way  to  reduce  the  risk 

of  such  outbreaks  to  a minimum  is  by  efficient  pasteurisation  or 
by  some  other  suitable  form  of  heat  treatment.” 

In  my  Report  for  1936,  in  which  year  occurred  in  this  and 
neighbouring  Boroughs  a wide-spread  and  highly  fatal  milk-borne 
typhoid  outbreak,  I drew  particular  attention  to  the  danger  aris- 
ing from  milk  contamination  and  stressed  the  urgency  tor  Pas- 
teurisation of  milk  supplies.  To  controvert  statements  which  ap- 
peared in  the  Public  Press  suggesting  that  serious  damage  was 
caused  to  the  nutritional  properties  of  milk  by  Pasteurisation  and 
even  decrying  the  potential  dangers  of  milk  contamination,  an 
article  written  by  myself  was  published  by  the  courtesy  of  the 
Editor  in  “The  Christchurch  Times.”  A demand  for  pasteurised 
milk  resulted,  sinee  when  seven  purveyors  have  applied  for 
licences  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk  in  your  Borough,  and 
licences  have  been  granted. 

Among  retailers  of  raw  milk  a certain  amount  of  pasteur- 
ised milk  is  also  sold  in  sealed  cartons,  as  also  in  certain  shops 
in  the  Borough,  special  licences  not  being  required  for  this  type 
of  sale.  A popular  demand  for  Milk  Bars  has  arisen,  one  such 
has  been  established  in  the  town  of  Christchuroh  and  all  milk 
purveyed  thereat  is  pasteurised.  In  recent  years  the  considerable 
dietary  value  of  milk,  especially  for  growing  children,  has  in- 
creasingly been  advanced,  and  its  consumption  has  become 
markedly  extended;  in  consequenee  it  becomes  ever  more  impera- 
tive to  ensure  that  all  milk  sold  is  not  only  dean  and  pure  but 
also  safe.  This  can  only  be  ensured  by  Pasteurisation. 


BIRTH  CONTROL. 

In  reeent  years  very  considerable  attention  has  been  at- 
tracted to  the  subject  of  Birth  Control  which  has  given  rise  to 
much  controversy  owing  to  the  various  ethical  and  sociological 
angles  from  which  it  may  be  reviewed.  In  the  present  state  of 
medical  and  eugenic  knowledge  no  final  decision  has  yet  been 
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arrived  at  as  to  the  extent  or  limitations  of  its  usefulness.  That 
an  increasing  popular  demand,  however,  for  the  establishment  of 
Birth  Control  Clinics  has  arisen  is  an  acknowledged  fact,  and  at 
the  present  time  a number  of  these  exist  throughout  the  country, 
a few  being  provided  by  local  authorities,  while  the  majority  are 
organised  by  voluntary  effort. 

Setting  aside  the  more  controversial  aspects  of  birth  con- 
trol, it  is  the  considered  opinion  of  a large  section  of  medical 
men  that  on  strictly  medical  grounds  expert  advice  to  women 
upon  this  subject  should  be  available.  Recent  advances  in  sur- 
gical technique,  in  particular  with  regard  to  the  safety  of 
Caesarian  operation,  has  done  much  to  minimise  maternal  mortality 
but  there  still  remain  certain  abnormal  conditions  which  may  and 
do  seriously  jeopardise  life  at  parturition,  and  which  do  not  admit 
of  such  measures.  In  such  cases  valuable  lives  may  be  saved  and 
ill-health  prevented  through  the  services  of  Birth  Control  Clinics. 

While  no  such  Clinic  exist  in  your  District  arrangements 
have  been  made  whereby  on  the  personal  recommendation  of  the 
medical  attendant  expert  advice  and  suitable  treatment  may  be 
obtained  at  the  Married  Women’s  Advisory  Clinic  established 
by  voluntary  effort  at  Salisbury  which  is  attended  by  specially 
qualified  lady-doctors.  In  necessitous  cases  the  small  fees  charged 
are  met  by  the  Hampshire  County  Council. 


PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 

Considerable  stress  in  recent  years  has  been  laid  by  the 
Board  of  Education  upon  the  needs  of  the  nation  in  respect  of 
physical  culture,  and  the  Government  purposes  to  give  financial 
assistance  for  capital  expenditure  for  promoting  physical  fitness. 
In  certain  European  countries  remarkable  progress  in  improving 
the  physical  fitness  of  their  adolescent  populations  has  already 
occurred,  and  there  is  pressing  need  that  similar  advance  should 
be  made  in  this  country  in  order  that  the  future  race  may  be 
healthy  in  mind  and  body.  A special  Committee  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  has  pronounced  the  tendency  to  regard  na- 
tional team  games  as  sufficient  for  maintaining  physical  fitness 
as  inadequate,  and  advises  that  gymnastic  exercises  are  an  essen- 
tial and  fundamental  requirement. 

In  your  Borough,  apart  from  organised  routine  physical 
education  provided  in  the  schools  curriculum,  certain  voluntary 
organisations  exist  which  definitely  include  in  their  aims  the  pro- 
motion of  physical  fitness  among  young  people,  such  as  the  Boy 
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Scouts  and  the  Girl  Guides,  while  for  older  persons  there  are 
clubs,  cricket,  tennis,  football,  bowling,  etc.  A very  valuable 
addition  to  these  has  been  made  during  the  year  by  the  inaugura- 
tion of  a club  for  lads  organised  and  directed  by  Councillor  H. 
Pyrke  held  in  an  out-building  connected  with  the  Christchurch 
Plealth  Centre  by  permission  of  Dr.  H.  L.  Cronk,  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  Special  opportunities  are  provided  by  this  club 
for  the  gymnastic  side  of  physical  culture.  I regard  this  club  as 
a very  important  acquisition  to  your  Borough,  especially  since  it 
“ropes  in”  lads  who  would  otherwise  lack  such  opportunity  for 
acquiring  physical  fitness.  Nothing  but  good  can  result  there- 
from. 


Under  the  Physical  Training  and  Recreation  Act,  1937, 
local  authorities  may  supply  facilities  for  physical  training  and 
social  recreation  such  as  camps  and  playing-fields,  and  they  may 
provide  swimming  baths  and  gymnasia.  Swimming  is  not  only 
highly  effective  as  a means  for  promoting  physical  fitness  and 
health,  but  also  is  a very  valuable  asset  for  the  preservation  of 
lives.  Christchurch  presents  exceptional  facilities  for  the  en- 
couragement of  this  form  of  physical  recreation,  and  I sugg;est 
that  in  the  interests  of  the  national  health  and  of  the  welfare  of 
your  burgesses  your  Council  give  serious  consideration  to  the 
provision  of  a safe,  sanitary,  and  adequately  controlled  swimming 
site  in  connection  with  either  the  river  or  sea  waters  of  your 
District,  such  as  exists  in  the  Borough  of  Lymington  some  few 
miles  to  the  eastward  of  your  shores. 


SCHOOLS  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  children  in  the  schools  is  car- 
ried out  by  the  Staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  Throughout 
your  Borough  this  inspection  and  also  medical  attendance  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centre  and  School  Clinic  at  Millhams  Street  has 
been  carried  out  by  myself,  in  my  capacity  as  part-time  x\ssistant 
County  Medical  Officer,  as  also  the  administration  of  gas 
anaesthesia  at  the  Dental  Clinic. 

The  general  health  of  scholars  in  the  schools  has  been 
satisfactory.  No  school  has  been  closed  on  account  of  Infec- 
tious Disease.  The  provision  made  under  the  Milk  Marketing 
Board  Scheme  for  the  supply  of  milk  in  the  schools  has  been 
satisfactory,  and  since  during  the  year  several  purveyors  of  milk 
in  the  Borough  applied  for  registration  and  have  been  granted 
licences  for  the  Sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk,  all  milk  supplied  to 
the  schools  under  the  scheme  is  pasteurised  milk.  Special  atten- 
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tiori  has  been  given  to  the  sanitation  of  schools,  and,  in  particular, 
action  has  been  taken,  and  is  now  in  hand,  for  certain  improve- 
ments in  the  sanitation  of  the  Christchurch  Council  Senior  School 
and  of  the  Christchurch  Church  of  England  School. 


MILLHAMS  STREET  HEALTH  CENTRE. 

Under  the  administration  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
the  following  Clinics  are  carried  out  at  this  Centre  each  month. 

Ante-natal  Clinic — 2nd  and  4th  Mondays,  3.0  p.m. 

School  Clinic — Tuesdays,  9.30  a.m. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinic — Tuesdays,  2.30  p.m. 

Toddlers  Clinic — 3rd  Monday,  2.30  p.m. 

Eye  Clinic — 3rd  Tuesday,  10.0  a.m. 

Dental  Clinic — Fridays,  9.30  a.m. 

Tuberculosis  Clinic — 2nd  and  4th  Thursdays,  1.30  p.m. 
Orthopaedic  Clinic — 1st  Wednesday,  9.30  a.m. 


PRE-SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

During  1937  the  County  Medical  Officer  gave  considera- 
tion to  the  institution  of  a Toddler’s  Clinic  to  be  held  monthly 
for  the  inspection  and  advice  to  parents  of  infants  between  the 
ages  of  one  year  and  five  years.  A special  machine  for  weighing 
and  measuring  of  Toddlers  has  been  installed  at  the  Centre,  and 
the  first  Toddler’s  Clinic  was  held  in  January  of  the  present 
year.  The  general  effect  is  that  facilities  are  now  available  for 
the  continuous  medical  supervision  of  children  from  birth  until 
the  age  at  which  they  enter  school,  with  the  result  that  deflects 
are  discovered  and  remedial  measures  taken  thereof  which  other- 
wise might  escape  discovery  until  the  first  examination  of  the 
child  after  entering  school  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of 
the  School  Medical  Service.  This  additional  function  of  the 
Child  Welfare  Service  will  assist  very  materially  in  ensuring  the 
future  good  health  and  welfare  of  your  child  population. 


INFANT  WELFARE. 

At  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  and  the  School  Clinic,  in 
afldilion  to  .some  thousands  of  weighings  of  infants,  over  eleven 
hundred  private  consultations  were  held  with  parents  concerning 
their  infants  and  children  during  the  year,  and  whenever  necessary 
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parents  were  persuaded  to  take  their  children  to  medical  prac- 
titioners for  advice  and  treatment.  Under  the  provisions  made 
through  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  in  a number  of  cases  of 
under-nourished  infants  of  parents  whose  financial  circumstances 
were  such  that  they  were  likely  to  be  unable  to  afford  adequate 
nourishment  free  daily  issues  of  milk  have  been  made,  such  milk 
being  supplied  to  them  through  their  own  milk  purveyors. 

In  addition,  through  voluntary  contributions  made  to  the 
Christchurch  Child  Welfare  Society,  special  articles  of  diet,  in 
particular  proprietary  infant  milk  foods,  rusks,  and  cod  liver  oil 
preparations,  have  been  issued  free  in  189  necessitous  cases,  and 
sale  of  these  to  mothers  at  economic  prices  has  also  been  car- 
ried out.  By  arrangements  made  with  their  own  Chemists  by 
Messrs.  Allen  & Hanbury  several  articles  of  infant  diet  prepared 
by  this  Firm  are  obtainable  by  parents  at  considerably  reduced 
prices  by  means  of  signed  “ chits  ” issued  at  the  Clinics  and 
many  parents  have  availed  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  this 
concession. 

The  breast-feeding  of  infants  whenever  possible  has  been 
definitely  encouraged,  and  in  a number  of  cases  where  mothers 
were  found  to  be  able  to  breast-feed  but  were  debilitated,  either 
daily  free  milk  for  the  mothers  has  been  provided  under  the 
Public  Assistance  Milk  Scheme  or  proprietary  milk  foods  special- 
ly designed  for  this  purpose  have  been  issued  free  or  at  economic 
prices.  A special  investigation  carried  out  by  the  County  Health 
Visitor,  Nurse  Collard  Smith,  covering  the  six  months  January  to 
June,  1937,  showed  that  a little  over  50  per  cent  of  infants 
attending  the  Centre  were  being  breast-fed. 


OETHOPAEDIC  CLINIC. 

Apart  from  the  considerable  work  carried  out  in  the  Ante- 
natal, Dental,  Tuberculosis,  and  Eye  Clinics,  close  upon  one 
hundred  consultations  have  been  given  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic 
at  which  children  and  infants  suffering  from  both  major  and 
minor  orthopaedic  defects  are  seen  by  the  attending  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  operative  and  other 
corrective  treatment,  and  remedial  exercises  and  massage  have 
been  carried  out  weekly  at  the  Centre  by  a fully  qualified  mas- 
seuse. In  this  connection  special  provision  is  made  for  the  supply 
and  fitting  of  necessary  orthopaedic  appliances,  and  fitments  to 
boots  and  shoes  are  carried  out  by  an  attending  Orthopaedic 
boot-maker. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  several  ladies  who 
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give  voluntary  services  at  the  Centre,  and  whose  keen  interest, 
generous  help,  and  kindly  encouragement  to  parents  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  services  of  the  Centre,  so  markedly  contribute 
in  forwarding  and  securing  the  good  health  and  general  welfare 
of  your  child  population,  in  fact  all  that  makes  for  happy  child- 
hood and  future  good  health.  To  the  Head-teachers  of  Schools 
I also  tender  my  thanks  for  their  valuable  co-operation. 


^ SOCIAI.  WELFARE  AND  HYGIENE. 

The  Borough  of  Christchurch  is  particularly  fortunate  in 
that  a considerable  number  of  Voluntary  Organisations  cater  very 
fully  for  the  social  and  hygienic  welfare  of  your  burglesses, 
especially  of  young  people.  ; 

Much  can  be  done  in  these  difficult  days  of  social  recon- 
struction through  such  organisations  to  help  and  assist  the  adole- 
scent members  of  the  community  to  adapt  themselves  to  and 
equip  themselves  for  the  realisations  of  the  future.  The  healthy 
body  is  the  product  of  the  healthy  mind.  By  personal  contact, 
mutual  understanding,  and  the  affording  of  opportunities  for  self- 
expression,  the  voluntary  organisations  in  your  Borough  have 
already  accomplished  much  to  formulate  in  the  minds  of  your 
younger  burgesses  the  ideals  which  lead  to  unselfish  service, 
physical  well-being,  chivalry,  and  future  national  content.  I am 
happy  to  know  that  these  enjoy  your  official  support.

Unfortunately  as  yet  no  provision  has  been  made  in  this 
part  of  the  County  for  convalescent  homes  for  local  children, 
though  I am  able  to  say  that  this  is  now  receiving  the  dose 
attention  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  Under  the  Children’s 
Holiday  Scheme  however,  of  the  Post-War  Brotherhood  Feder- 
ation, the  Christchurch  Branch  of  wldch  continues  under  the 
able  presidency  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Owen,  thirty  Christchurch  boys 
between  the  ages  of  ten  and  fourteen  years  were  afforded  duringl 
the  summer  school  vacation  nine  days  holiday  at  the  Brother- 
hood’s Holiday  Camp  at  Fort  Gomer,  near  Stokes  Bay;  while 
twenty  girls  .from  Christchurch  were  accommodated  in  selected 
private  homes  at  Basingstoke.  In  similar  homes  in  Christchurch 
reciprocation  was  carried  out  by  holiday  accommodation  for 
one  hundred  girls  from  Basingstoke,  Portsmouth,  Romsey,  and 
Southampton. 

I cannot  speak  too  highly  of  this  admirable  work  carried 
out  by  the  Brotherhood  for  necessitous  debilitated  children.  A 
donation  of  ten  shillings  sent  to  the  Brotherhood  will  provide  a 
Christchurch  poor  child  with  a week’s  holiday  under  ideal  con- 
ditions. 


MENTAL  WELFARE. 

Under  the  Hampshire  Voluntary  Association  for  Mental 
Welfare  a number  of  young  persons  certified  under  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Acts  are  accommodated  in  Guardianship  homes  in  the 
Biorough.  Periodical  inspections  are  carried  out  by  myself  under 
instructions  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  In  addition,  constant 
supervision  of  the  homes  and  inmates  is  carried  out  by  officials 
of  the  Association  and  by  members  of  the  local  voluntary  ciom- 


mittee  thereof  of  which  the  Chairman  is  Mrs.  Conyers  Morrell. 
All  Occupation  Centre  is  conducted  daily  in  the  Borough  at  which 
hand-work,  physical  training,  and  elementary  house-work  are 
taught.  Midday  meals  are  arranged  for  at  this  Centre. 


MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

The  Hampshire  County  Council  is  the  supervising  author- 
ity for  the  registration  and  inspection  of  maternity  and  nursing 
homes.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Nursing  Homes  Registra- 
tion Act,  1927,  inspection  of  these  homes  is  carried  out  annually 
and  re-registration  certificates  are  issued  subject  to  circumstances 
conforming  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  Since  in  my  cap- 
acity as  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  these  inspections  have 
been  conducted  by  myself  I am  able  to  say  that  in  all  cases  the 
homes  meet  the  high  standard  of  efficiency  required. 


NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  Venereal  Diseases  Act, 
1917,  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Acts, 
and  Midwives  Act,  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 


GENERAL. 

In  February,  1938,  Christchurch  sustained  a very  severe 
loss  through  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Henry  James  Farmer, 
Borough  Surveyor  and  Engineer.  His  extensive  knowledge  of 
technical  sanitation  and  his  wide  experience  of  the  sanitary  needs 
and  housing  requirements  of  your  Borough  contributed  very 
materially  over  many  years  towards  the  many  improvements 
which  your  Council  has  effected  in  the  Borough.  To  his  kindly 
personality  was  very  largely  due  the  close  and  unbroken  co- 
ordination which  has  signalised  the  smooth  working  of  the  various 
administrative  departments.  Apart  from  the  technical  work  which 
he  accomplished,  his  lasting  memorial  rests  in  the  fact  that  this 
happy  co-operation  between  officials  which  he  played  so  great  a 
part  in  bringing  about  continues  without  break. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year  has 
been  exceptionally  low,  and  the  general  good  health  of  the  popu- 
lation has  been  well  maintained.  The  now  rapid  growth  and 
development  of  your  Borough,  which  appears  likely  to  continue, 
has  called  for  increasing  vigilance  and  control  in  many  sanitary 
matters,  and  unrelaxing  attention  has  been  given  by  your  Council 
to  all  matters  affecting  the  welfare  and  good  sanitation  of  your 
District.  In  particular,  outstanding  problems  of  drainage  and 
sewerage  confront  you,  in  part  the  heritage  of  complac/ency^ 
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inexpediency,  and  limitation  of  vision  in  past  times,  and  in  part 
attributable  to  the  perplexing  geophysical  circumstances  and  ripar- 
ian character  of  your  District.  These  I feel  ever  more  confident 
will  before  long  meet  with  a complete  solution  at  your  hands. 

In  this  Report  I have  drawn  special  attention  to  certain 
aspects  of  the  social  welfare  activities  of  your  Borough,  since 
today,  as  much  as  in  the  days  of  Farr  and  Chadwick,  even  more 
so,  health  problems  are  so  intimately  associated  with  social  and 
industrial  conditions  that  no  contemporary  public  health  policy 
can  be  considered  adequate  which  does  not  include  these  within 
its  province. 

Judicious  co-operation  between  voluntary  social  services 
and  State  and  Local  Authority  services  can  do  much  to  guide 
wisely  certain  of  the  new  dangers  and  trends  which  threaten  to 
disturb  our  social  and  political  life  into  channels  which  will 
assist  rather  than  deter  the  public  health  service  in  its  beneficent 
task  of  building  up  healthier,  fitter,  and  happier  future  genera- 
tions. So  haply  may  we  arrive  at  a new  appreciation  of  each 
other  in  the  common  purpose  of  striving  to  make  our  native  land 
a fitting  and  secure  abode  for  all  its  people. 

I beg  to  express  to  your  Council  and  its  officers  my  ap- 
preciation of  the  continued  help  and  consideration  extended  to 
me.
